The moral springs of our life today have been poisoned by both 
capitalist and communist societies, whose only reason for existence 


is based upon a lie, which is that 
revolt and solidarity of oppressed 
peoples must be condemned in the name 
of liberty and justice. Both in 
the Hast and the West the social 
edifice is built upon an oppressive 
base which paralyses all free ex- 
pression. Only the rebel is, in 
himself, the sourve of a universal 
inspiration, as his rebellion is the 
historical struggle of liborty 
against tyranny, solidarity against 
the might of the State. 


Rebellion as Affirmation. Rebellion 
proves,in 
this way, that it is the essence of 
life. One cannot deny this without 
renouncing the right to live. Fur- 
thormore, rebellion is in man the 
refusal to bo treated as a more 
object, and to be relegated to tho 
chessboard of history. ‘ 

Rebellion is the affirmation of 
something which is natural to ail 
men who wish to escape the author-— 
itarian world and even cowardice 
itself. 


Limits of History. 


History is one of 
the limits of man, 
but man, in rebellion, fixcs in his 
own way limits to history. Of this 
every young rebel has a consciousness 
when ho says NO to the socictios: of. 
East and West. In covery place where 
young poople express their opposition 
to the ostablished order, they do 
not do it in the name of the old, 
negativo idoologies; they do it with 
motives which are instinctive, human 
and historical. It is, if you wish, 
viscoral; something which cach 
person identifios differently as 
coming from a particular causo, and 
which, pcrhaps, can never be si 
identificd. They need to oxpress it 
in somo way, however, as the com 
plote irrationality of the world no 
longer. pormits escape or hope 
within tho system. 

For this reason thoy no longer 


accept classical procedure in 
protesting, or forming an idoolog- 
ical group, or electing authoritics, 
or choosing leaders, or opting for 
a particular domonination. Their 
rebellion is no longer ideological. 
The limits have been reached where 
man no longer wishes to abdicato his 
position of independence. 


The Present Rebellion It is certain 
that the 
present rebellion is not one of the 
majority. It is caused by minoritics 
who understand their role as being 
not to attract members or converts to 
their own sectarian policies, but to 
ereatc a consciousness about thoso 
things which arc common to all mon. 
This is merely the stage when we 

must clarify, discuss, and promote 
all those actions which help to 
accelerate the process. 

Because of this, in all countries, 
the systom trics to confuse the 
struggle against its by creating falso 
opposition, with ideological analyses 

out of touch with reality, by 
persuasion, in the hope that time and 
sufficient repressive violence will 
put an end to tho process of 


rebellion. 
Solidarity. This falso front that 
saves the systom, or 
at any rato tomporarily strengthens 
it, can only be overcome by an 
intornational movement whese main 
objective is solidarity and 
rebellion. It is this solidarity 
which is broken by capitalism (of 
both private and State varbticos 
and by the lattor's means of 
foree and of persuasion. To 
awaken and organise solidarity, as 
an clementary nocessity so that wo 
can help cach other against 
exploitation and against the 
repressive brutality of the systom, 
is the most important task of today. 


SPANISH PRISON CRISIS EXPOSE

Garcia Garcia is an old,respected 
comrade who } cut twenty yoars in 
jail, froquontly in the condemned ccll.

Bermudez (sontenecd in 1968 for the 
sole offonce of distributing the 
magazine "Prorcncia!’). 


25 politicals, including’ Moscow- 
and Poking-- linc Communists, Anarchists 
and ETA (Basques), wore transforrod 
from Soria to Spain's mcdiacval 
fortress Scgovia, compared by Garcia 
Garcia with tho Towor of London (as it 
was, rathor than as it is). The old 
castle - one of Spain's picturesque 
attractions for tourists - was specd- 
ily transformod into a prison, though 
colls wore the size of three telephone 
kiok&:and had to be shared by two mon. 
(It will be noticed that in all old 
castios, tho physical capacity is 
cencidarably smaller and modorn man 
can fit in only with grvat difficulty). 
There is little sanitation, and water 
rationing. Altcorations wore super- 
ficial, since the authoritics had to 
work fast. They wore afraid of mutiny 
in Soria, they claimed. 


One man, Mario Capote, sfiffor- 
ing from phlobitis and a woek 
hoart, diod on transfor. His condition 
was known ta tho medical officor but 
was not presented to the Director of 
Prisons. Tho authoritics spoodily 

transforrod tho'worst offondors"! 

from a disciplinary point of vicw, 
including Luis Edo. (Parcsls sent to 
him at Soria wore returned). Those who 
like Garcia Garcia had spont a gonor-— 
ation in prisen, wore considcrad to be 

physically weak cnough to stay behind 
in Soria; tho othorshcoded the oxtra 
discipline of Sogovia. The usc of 
torror conditions against prisonors 
has/long bocnficnouncc aby all known 
codes of conduct. 
THOSE RESPONSIBLE SHOULD BEAR IN MIND 
THAT THEY MAY, VERY SOON, BE ACCOUNT- 
ABLE FOR THEIR ACTIONS. Here diroct 
responsibility lay upon the "pcace 
criminals" Director Goncral of Prisons 
Don Josus Gonzales dcl Yorro and his 
sccond—in-command Don Leoncio. 

We wore successful in obtaining 
publicity for the sn icd lottcr,and 
a full report, in the Times and the 
Guardian. (Exeuring vo-publication in 
Spain). 


AN INVITATION TO HOLY MA&sS 

On behalf of the Anarchist Black 
Cross, wo wrote to Archbishop 
Domenico BEnrici, Apostolic 
Delegate to Great Britain. Ho 
was (on July 2nd) roccived in 
Vestminstor Cathedral. 


Wo pointed out to him that in 
Carabanchol Prison, in tho provinco 
of Madrid, the director Don Leoncio 
punishod the "acratas" (Anarchist 
appenticcs and students arrestcd in 
Fobruary this ycar) for rofusing to 
attond Mass. They wore obliged to 
attend class in Christian morality, 
on which subjcoct don Leoncio spoaks 
with authority. 


Such a punishmont was not 
inflictcd on older prisoners. Nor 
was it imposcd on Stuart Christio 
in the same prison. It is an 
attompt at brainwashing, and is, in 
fact, a revival of an Inquisition 
practicc. To force non—becli:vors 
to attcnd Mass has lonz since boon 
denounecd by the Vatican (Popo 
Gregory XVI). The acratas wont on 
hunger-strike,. 

We invited Archbishop Enrici to 
call for the cxcommunication of 
don Leoncio and don Jcosus del Yorro, 
as the only means in his powor of 
protesting at this sacrifagc. If 
he did not do so, wo prosumed ho 
would approve of it} if s6, wo 
would take him up on his invitation 
and invite sympathisors with the 
acratas to attcond Mass in this 
country. He might not likc this. 


The Apostolic Delegate has not 
replicd. But thoro is some reason 
to bolicve that the punishment for 
not attconding Mass has boon lifted. 
Wo have not heard furthor about 
this"bad busincss" as Robort Browning 
called it, of forcing the heroties to 
hear a sormon (but thon it was only 
on Holy Cross Day). But if thore 
is more of this nonsenso, wo shall 
be there, Archbishop!!

A march on tho Spanish Embassy 
was called for Juno 29th. About a 
hundred took part - half of thom 
oxprossing solidarity with Spanish 
political prisonors, the other half 
policomen on overtime ratcs. About 
fiftceon of the fuzz marchcd all the 
way in tho swoltcring hcat, tho 
rest of the procossion, in undross 
order, going quick pacc, and gotting 
decidedly tho bettcr of it. 


A speaker outside the Embassy 
said wo had no illusions that any 
march of this kind could prevent tho 
Spanish Gevernment doing what it 
wished. But it pointed out the 
hypocrisy of tho British policc 
whose officers helped to pass 
information on to Franco." Had thoy 
road the Official Secrets Act?" hd 
asked mockingly. 


It was agrocd it was time tho 
Anarchists got organisod. On othor 
people's marches they can pull out 
a thousand - on their own, fifty. 
Some blamcd lack of publicity. 


At all ovents, the policc, 
deciding the Anarchists had now 
blown thoir top, called it a day. 
Thon, on July 4th (tho morning 
before Barlow & Carvor wore duc 
be sontenced) bombs wore thrown 
both at the Embassy in Bolgravo Sq. 
and the Consulato in Hans Crescent, 
gcnorally agrocd to be an unfort- 
unatc coincidence.

Curiously, tho British Govt, 
complaining ovor rostrictions on 
Gibraltar, immodiatcly apologised to 
tho Ambassador, and promiscd to pay 
for the damagc donc... though some 
papors said it was "slight" and ono 
can hardly imaginc they would cough 
up 17s /6d.

POLICE PREJUDICE 
IW COURT ? Those who havo 
followod our 
correspondence with tho Hom- Offico 
(reproduced in provious issues) will 
be fascinated by the last oxchango. 
The Home Officc wrote to A. Moltzor 
on 30th June to the following cffoct:- 


",.. your complaint (has boon)

"The Commisioncr tolls mo that 
ho is satisficd the use of tho oxpross-— 
ion 'hardencd anarchist' by a police 
officer who opposed bail was not act— 
ivated by political prejudicc. The 
grounds of tho objection to bail 
were thc sriousness of the chargo and 
the foar that if thc prisoncrs woro 
admitted to bail thoy might commit

WHAT'S IN A NAME ? 


Ai ‘sing from this correspond- 
enco, by way of sidclinc, is the 
fact that cvon :ome members of tho 
polico belicve there is something 
illegal iavolvcd in calling onosclf 
an anarchist. It is not shared by 
the judges (at lcast whon summing-up, 
though in tho course of cvidencc 
thoy tend to lot it be projudicial).

MILAN is another move in the 
encroaching Police State of Italy. 
Since the end o: Fascism, the police 
have gradually cxtended their powers. 
Freed from the domination of the 
Fascist bureaucracy, they have become 
intoxicated witli, power and have been 
.prone to become a powcr in their own 
right. 

It is a matuer thet goes far 
beyond the political persecution of 
revolutio aries. The prison riots 
wero in protest against the intermin- 
able delay in hcaring cases, so that 
the victim of burcaucracy may stay 
for as mush as yoars in prison before 
his case *s hea:d. He is then regard—- 
ed as'a convict. anywey. 

The lawyers had thoir wings 
clipped wider F.scism. For years the 
Italian rodical movement,like the 
French,wa:' dominated ty oratorical 
lawyers. Iiussol: ni (who had been kept 
down by ti.om whin he was a Socialist, 
and, as a schoo'mastc?, regarded as 
outside tie int: llectval clite of 
the Party had Jittle patience for 
thom. The hair-.plitting constitution- 
alists and oratcrs were not, of 
course, in any -clive sense anti- 
Fascist - though the fact of being 
passed over under Fascism enabled 
some of them later to claim they were 
novor Fascists. They supported the 
regime, but it had lees time for thom 
than had the Ropublicen movement, 
which in France, Spain and Italy, 
became the careor structure for the 
ambitious lawyor. 

Now, in Italy, the lawyer has his 
day of triumph egain, in ondless 
cases, highly profitable litigation, 
and so biassed a system of criminal 
justice that tho lawyer comes to bo 
regarded as a saviour instead of a 
bloodsuckcr. The drive of the po- 
lice for moro pewer; the delays of the 
law; the oppressions ty prison 
wardors; “he careers of the lawyers; 
all aro part of tho same drive in 
Italy for a police state, or at any 
rate, a lawyers’ utopia. 

Some are divided as to whether 
they would be better off with the 
present divorce—banned law, and the 
huge backlog of bigamy cases, or with 
the rush of work that would come from 
divorces once tho law was relaxed. 

The drive against tho Anarchists is 
part and parcel of the lawyers' 
backlash in Italy. In the first 
placc, only the Anarchists are opposed 
to it. In the sccond place, it is 
the lawycrs' backlash that has stung 
the police into a realisation of tho 
enormous powers that are potentially 
thoirs, as heirs to the Fascist 
tradition. 


BEJAR 


Hector Beojar, born in 
Chosica, nr Lima (Poru) 

in 1937, was a radio announcer. 

He joined the National Liberation 
Army in 1963 which began training 
in the forests and hills of 
Maldonado on the bordors of Bolivia 
and Chile. The movement,of the 
carly Castro type, demandcd that the 
President's promises of agrarian 
reform be carricd out. As a result, 
thousands of peasants joincd thom. 
Independently, they soized "forbidden 
land" for themselvos. 

Regular troops were deployed and 
the Government fought the peasants and 
the Liberation army. Hugo Blanco 
began his movemont in the hintorland 
of Lima, Bojar in the mountains and 
valleys of Apurimac. Tho Ayacucho aroca 

Was occupied by the peasants. But 

the regular Army was succossful. 
Blanco is a prisoner in a doath camp; 
Hector Bejar was captured while scok- 
ing medical aid. The gucrrillas go 

on fighting. Some pressure can be 

put on the Peruvian Government inter— 
nationally, to reloasc their prisonors.
